Canadian Numismatic Association convention, hosted by the Ottawa Coin Club. Our breakfast and business meeting were 
held in the very top penthouse Panorama Room of the Crowne Plaza hotel, giving us a wonderful view of much of the city 
of Ottawa, the Ottawa River, the Parliament Buildings and the Rideau Canal. 

Thirty individuals signed the attendance sheet for breakfast with a few more joining us later for the business meeting. As 
usual, a ‘pile’ of freely, distributed woods, formed in front of everyone’s plate. Most were souvenir woods issued 
specifically for this meeting and convention, but other extra woods, from the past, also increased the size of everyone’s 
pile. 

To begin the business part of the meeting, president, Al Munro gave welcoming comments and led us all in the 
observance of a moment of silence in the remembrance of Victor Hall, who died earlier this year. Victor was a co-founder 
of our C.A.W.M.C. Al, also our treasurer, distributed his treasurer’s report, (printed on page 6 of this newsletter), and 
verbally highlighted parts of it. Our Association is in good financial shape. Al announced that membership flats and 
receipts have been passed on to myself, the editor, for mailing. They are included in this mailing. 

At this point in the meeting, much discussion took place on the topic of distributing our newsletter electronically. Many 
things have to be put into place for this to happen. It will be worked on with the hope of having this started this fall or 
very early next calendar year. Al made a plea for all members with e-mail capabilities, to send their e-mail addresses to 
him immediately at woodScents@shaw.ca , so that decisions can be made. The Executive is hoping to have a U.S.A. 
member receive the newsletter electronically, photocopy and mail it to all U.S.A. members who must receive it by ‘snail 
mail’. This would save considerable postage costs. This same process would likewise be done by a Canadian member to 
those Canadian members that must have ‘snail mail’. The Executive hopes that all members capable of receiving the 
newsletter electronically, would receive it that way, thus eliminating as much ‘snail mail’ cost as possible. 

Following this discussion, Al presented deserving Certificates of Appreciation to two C.A.W.M.C. members. One went 
to Dave Gillespie for his very successful fund-raising efforts these past few years. The second went to Larry White 
(unable to be present because of health) for his longtime involvement in and support of our Canadian hobby. 

Norm Belsten, our catalogue keeper, announced that he had for sale a new supplement listing of ‘woods’ from 2006 to 
the present. He has this supplement in hardcopy paper form for a $7.50 cost as well as in disc form. Norm also has the 
entire Canadian Wood Listing on disc for anyone who wishes to purchase it.

Prior to our annual auction, 13 beautifully hand-painted, 3 2 inch in diameter, tulip design woods were sold for $15.00 
each as a fundraiser, all proceeds going to C.A.W.M.C.. These woods were hand-painted by Carolyn Gillespie and the 
printing, on the woods, was done by Dave Gillespie. There are still a very few of these woods available for sale to others, 
if interested (see elsewhere in this newsletter). In the following auction, three of these same woods, which had been 
signed by Mr. Ian Bennett, President of the Royal Canadian Mint, were sold. Again, all proceeds went to C.A.W.M.C. 

At this point our business meeting was adjourned, auction viewing took place and Albert Kasman sold 50/50 tickets. 
Thirty-four dollars was realized for C.A.W.M.C. from the 50/50 ticket sale. Once again, a fine auction of many good 
quality and varied items ended our get-together. 

While your editor was thrilled to bring home dozens of new woods to add to his collection, he never really found time to 
actually sit down and swap, or trade woods. Possibly we could set aside a very specific time for this at future conventions. 
I must say that I had a great time at this thoroughly enjoyable, excellent convention in our Canadian capital. 

I’m sure we are all looking forward to next year in Edmonton.

Ever start a project and wish you hadn't? 
The wood shown at right started out as a normal, 
run-of-the-mill task, but turned into a mini nightmare. 
Each step was running smoothly until | got to the / 
maple leaf. None of my trials worked satisfactorily. | | 
tried stamping in red, green, metallic red, multi-color, 
Silver, and holographic silver. None clicked. So | had 
to hand paint each maple leaf by brush, using metallic 
red paint. Though an arduous task, | handled it okay. 





But wait! Since the painted surface was a tad fragile, a protective coat was needed. 
So | varnished each wood, both sides and edges. As if that wasn’t painful enough, the wood 
now acquired a rough finish. That meant lightly sanding each side, cleaning, applying a 
second coat, then polishing each side again. The final total production quantity was 200. 
You do the math. I’m going for a nap.
